There  was  a  great  flood  Saturday  night 
and  Sunday  in  w eater n  Massachusetts,  caus¬ 
ed  by  the  rapid  rise  of  the  Westfield  river. 
Two  reservoirs,  etch  covering  a  hundred 
acres,  gave  way,  and  devastated  a  village 
called  Blush  Hollow,  but  fortunately  without 
the  tragic  consequences  of  Mill  River. 

During  the  terrific  thunder  storm  of  last 
Friday  evening  a  bolt  struck  one  of  the 
tanks  of  the  Erie  Oil  Works  at  Weehawken. 
The  oil  Avas  at  once  ignited  and  the  flames 
shot  up  into  the  air  to  a  great  height,  and 
spread  from  one  tank  to  another.  Fire  en¬ 
gines  came  from  Hoboken  and  Jersey  City. 
Some  of  these  bent  their  energies  to  save  the 
neighboring  cottages,  while  others  threw 
streams  upon  the  burning  oil,  but  with  no 
effect.  The  fire  raged  with  unabated  fury 
through  the  night,  and  the  Palisades  on  the 
west  and  north  were  brought  out  in  bold  re¬ 
lief  against  the  inky  sky,  and  long  lines  of 
spectators  were  distinctly  visible  from  the 
river  front,  so  bright  was  the  light.  The 
cathedral-like  blaze  which  broke  up  in  im¬ 
mense  rolls  of  alternate  smoke  and  flame, 
cast  a  lurid  glare  over  the  river  and  bay,
